This  program 
is  administered  by  the  Illinois  Department  of 
Commerce  and  Economic  Opportunity 


How  Can  I Submit  a 
Project? 

It’s  simple.  Contact  the  Illinois  Department  of 
Commerce  and  Economic  Opportunity  for  an 
application.  Use  the  attached  application 
request  card.  The  application  can  be  submitted 
by  a variety  of  community  representatives  such 
as  a local  government,  a community 
organization,  a local  chamber  of  commerce,  a 
community  action  agency,  an  area  agency  on 
aging,  a local  job  training  agency,  etc. 

Once  the  department  receives  the  completed 
application,  the  projects  will  be  divided  into 
population  categories.  Impartial  teams  of 
judges  will  then  evaluate  the  projects  and 
determine  awards,  including  the  coveted 
Governor’s  Cup  winner. 


All  Home  Town  Awards  entry  applications 
must  be  completed  and  sent  to  the  Illinois 
Department  of  Commerce  and  Economic 
Opportunity.  Applications  must  be  received 
in  the  Springfield  office  by  close  of  business 
June  15,  2007.
